COLCHESTER’ =~ 


- EXCAVATION. | 


ENORMOUS INTEREST. | 


- The most urgent excavation work 

ever undertaken in Britain will 
begin in‘ the early summer near 
Colchester,, when‘it is hoped ta: dis- 
cover the remains of the great pre- 
Roman ‘city which superseded 
Verulam, near St. Albans, as the 
capital of Southern Britain, ‘. * 

‘Dr:- R, E. «Mortimer © Wheeler, 
Keeper of the London Museum, 
described the coming excavations at 
Verulam and Colchester as the most’! 
important yet planned. 

Dr. Wheeler explained that the 
urgency ‘of the Colchester excava- 
tions is due to the fact that a new 
arterial road is to. be made in Col- 
chester. ee : 

“Tt will pass over what is believed 

to be the siteof the pre-Roman 
capital, now open. fields,’ he said. 
' “It is of the greatest importance 
that excavations should be made be- 
fore the site is damaged by roads, 
makers ‘or scaled for ever by the, 
new-road. Tas 2 

“The discovery, of pre-Roman 
coins, pottery, and other relics en- 
courage us. to believe that further 


will be made when serjous excava- 
tion begins. ‘ Soni 

-“St. Albans was the capital of 
Southern Britain when Julius Cesar 
landed, but it was superseded by 
the British town of Camuloduqum 
(immortalised in Shakespeare’s 
“Cymbeline,”) which in ‘A.D. 43 
Wag conquered by a Roman army. 

"It is the site of this town, in 
existence before London, that will 
be explored. 4 ; 

“Tt ig certain that important dis- 
coveries will be made, and the aréa 
to he excavated will be decided 
as work proceed3, and will depend 
on the nature of the finds. - 

“Colchester may be regarded as 
a Similur field. cf exploration tu 
that at Verulam.” Dr. Wheeler 
added, “but the urgency of. the 
work in ‘Colchester is greater be- 
cause the new road is ‘planned to 
be made: by the end: of che year. 

“Tl shall be in charge of the 
Verulam excavations, and Mr, J. 
P. Bushe-Fox is to direct the work 
at Colchester.”
